—wild oats, stinkweed, false flax, 
ball mustard, tumbling mustard 
ete., should be very careful to sow 
only clean seed. 

The Seed Laboratory at Calgary is 
at the disposal of the farmers of the 
public, aud it is hoped that they will 
make use of it in their efforts to ob- 
tain a pure seed supply. 

In former years most of the sam- 
ples have come in to be tested in 
March and April, overtaxing the 
capacity of the Laboratory aud some 
times causing a delay iu reporting on 
the samples. 

It is therefore urged that samples 
be. sent in as early as possible to 
avoid this delay and to enable the 
farmer to replace his’ seed who 
thereby finds it unfit for use.

Minneapolis, Minn.—The terminal 
elevators in Minnesota galred more 
than five million bushels of No. one 
Northern wheat as a result of mixing 
the wheat of lower grades during the 
crop year ending August 31, 1913, ac- 
cording to figures just made public 
by the state railroad and warehouse 

com.uission. 

Practically all of the inferlor gradcs 
lost in amoun. fn the elevators as a 
result of the gain made, in the No. 
one Northern. During the year the 
elevators received 17,566,059 bushels, 
of No, One Northern. These same ele 
vators shipped out 17,866,598 bushels, 
and on Sept. 1 still had on hand 5,- 
006,218 bushels. The total number of 
bushels of No, one Northern the 
elevators had and shipped out 
23,172,816. The tot, . average amount- 
ed to 6,606,757. 

The grain was purchased from the 
farmers on the grades that it went 
into the clevators and was naturally 
sold for the grade tht it came out 
The profit to the terminal clevarost 
during the past year was cnormous 
according to thoso interested in the 
grain business. 

Much of the number two Northern 
that came in during tho last crop 
year went to swell the No, 1 Northern 
in the elevators. While there were 
11,148,039 bushels received only 7,622, 
650 bushels were shipped out, and 
thers was on hand on Aug. 31, 2, 
091,621. Here then thero was a 
shortage of 2,091,021 bushels, This 
amount had been ralsed to No 1 
Northern, 

The same story fe told {n the case 
of No. three Northern. The total 
amount received by tho elevators was 
3,288,412 bushels. By Aug. 31, a to 
tal of 3,024,904 bushels had been ship 
ped out and thero was on hand 62,-

COR (AL REEFS. 


They Cannot For m In the Line of a 
Fresh \Water Flow. 

Coral reefs surrouud many of the is: 
tands in the Pacific. They protect the 
fowlinds from the washing of the 
waves, and the still waters inelosed by 


them ure the only barbors of refuge 
for ships. The reefs themselves tur 
hish the test perif to oavigation, 
and if there were uo inlet through 


which a vessel couid enter their 
tected circle they would be a danger 
wud nothing else 

Sut almost every reef las sucb an in- 
fet. It is a uecessary result of the laws 
under which the forces of nature work, 
To understand this we must see how 
these reefs are formed, 

Chemically the reef corals are almost 
pure carbonate of lime, the substance 
of ordinary, limestone and marble. The 
reef grows us the shell of the oyster 
or of any other shellfish grows. It is 
Itself the common and undivided shell 
of innumerable polypi, or minute in- 
sects, which are being reproduced and 
fire dying in suecessive generations. 

These tiny beings get all their living 
from the waters of the sea, It is from 
this source also that they derive the 
sults of lime from which they secrete 
the bony structure that remains after 
the animal is dead. 

The coral polypi cannot live in fresh 
waiter Their food supply Is brought 
to them by the waves and currents of 
the sea. As a result, it is found that 
directly opposite the mouth of a stream 
from the island the reef does not grow.

STRANGE EFFECTS. 


Prick Moving Pictures Are Mostly 
Made With a Stop Camera Which 
Allows Dummics To Be Substitut- 
ed For Live Actors at the Critical 
Moment — Method of Making 
Furniture Move. 


The stop camera is the medium by 
which a great many clever trick films 
ere taken. First of aJl, a film consists 
of a sefiecs of still photographs called 
frames, cach about half an ineh in 
depth, which are both photographed 
and thrown upon the screen at a 
RBormal speed of sixteen per second. 
The stop camera, however, is so ar- 
Fanged that one single frame of the 
film may be exposed, the camera stop- 

d, and alterations made, only the 
effects of which are filmed. 

A man is knocked down and appar- 
ently run over by a steam roller, but 
as soon as it is off him he rises and 
walks uway, full of life. This is how 
such a picture is taken, The stop cam- 
era films the man being knocked down 
by the steam roller, the knocking 
down part being an acrobatic feat, 
and then the camera is stopped, the 
real man slips out of ‘the lines,” a 
dummy is substituted, the camera 
gets going again, but the film shows 
no break. When the steam roller has 
passed over the dummy the camera 
is etopped, the dummy removed, and 
the real man lies down in its place, 
afterwards to jump up in a very life- 
like manner. 

Another variety of trick film that 
has long mystified picture-goers is 
that of the bricklayer who falls from 
the top of a sky-scraper into the 
atrect below, apparently without be- 
ing any worse for jt. His legs, arms, 
and head scattered on the pavement 
mysteriously ivassemble, allowing 
the bricklayer to get up and walk 
@way. Exactly the same procedure 
ig used; the top of the sky-scia, r 
usually, being erected in the studio 
and backed up by cleverly-painted 
gcenery. ‘The camera records the 
Ban's fall up to a certain point, and 

en stops, whilst the man is safely 
caught in a net hidden below. The 
next scence is in the street and shows 
the dummy crashing to the ground, 
the parts detaching themselves on 
eoncussion. The reasseubling Is done 
by means of invisible wires; then the 
eamera is stopped, and the real m.n 
gubstituted—and one leans back and 
gays, ‘Marvellous! How on earth is 
ft done?” 

The dummy is used in numerous 
tricks. The villain who perishes in 
the flames possesses only a straw 
heart bencath his waistcoat; tte 
Christian martyr, being compose. of 
highly indigestible material, affords 
little satisfaction to the wild beast 
devouring him, 

We have all seen the furniture be- 
have as if influenced by hidden ma- 
chinery and waltz round the room. 
This kind of film takes many days 
to prepare, the objects having to be 
moved ever so slightly between each 
photograph, so that a film which 
takes but five or ten minutes to show 
may have been weeks in the making. 
The tlowers which mysteriously ar- 
range themselves are also controlled 
by threads. 

Many producers are fond of show- 
fnz a man jumping from a river to a 
bridge several hundred feet above. 
To obtain this effect the actor is film- 
ed dropping from the bridge In the 
ordinary way, but that portion of the 
film depicting his falling is reversed, 
thus giving the bizarre effect de- 
seribed. 

“Speedoniania” is put to shame by 
some of the folk on the film, who 
eimply fly through space. ‘he chase 
picture, where a dozen promiscuous 
persons, intent upon revenge, chase 
the culprit at cver-increasing speed 
round a tree, is the most commonly 
known of these. Everything is film- 
ed in the ordinary way, but when the 
film is belng joined up every other 
photograph is cut out, so that the ac- 
tion becomes twice as quick. The op- 
erator adds to th: fun by projecting 
at considerably above the sixteen per 
second. 

Such even ori nary! phenomena as 
mava! battles, in which men-o’-war 
are blown up, brides collapse, trains 

re driven over into the river, etc., 

are generally done in miniature in 
the studio, the camera being brought 
Fight close up to give things life-size 
SPPearance, the ‘‘sea’’ being a spe- 
clally prepared tank pl: ced upon the 
studio table; 

Occasionally one sees motor cars 
climb up bare walls --- a seemingly 
fr vossible feat. The wall is a piece 
of painted scenery laid upon the stu- 
dio floor. The car drives over it, 
whilst the camera is placed up above. 
When the film is in its natural posi- 
tion it appears as if the car were 
running up a perfectly perpendicular 
wall. The vision effect requires very 
careful handling, and is done by 
means of a double exposure. The 
primary scene is filmed first. Then, 
with the exception of one corner of 
the scene, where those appearing in 
“vision’’ have to play their part, 
everything is draped in black. ‘The 
game film is put throvgh again, thus 
giving it a double exposure. Special 
preparations in development is re- 
sponsible for the transparency of the 
“vision.”

~ BREEDING ABNORMAL FISH. 


_ Curious Custom a of Ch Chinese and Jap- 
adess Origin. 

The telescope fish, a monstrous 
variety of carp, is a creation of the 
Chinese and Japanese fish breeders, 
who are past masters in the art of 
deforming nature, It has an almost 
globular glistening body, gilded on 
the sides, double dorsal fins and a 
long tail of peculiar shape. Its eyes 
and their sockets &Sre very promin- 
ent and resemble the object glasses 
of telescopes, whence the name tele- 
| scope fish. A carp possessing this 

abnormal feature was discovered in 
| Japan in the 16th century, since

|} which epoch the peculiar character 
has been perpetuated and combined 
with many variations in form and 
coloring, by careful selection and 
: crossing. 

The variely known as Yen-tan-yen 
or “veil tail’’ preserves the normal 
structure of the eye during life, but 
its delicate transparent tail attains 
an enormous size and falls in grace- 
ful folds, like a veil, producing ef- 
fects that a ‘serpentine’ dancer 
might envy, when a little fish moves 
in the sunlight. 

Other Japa‘cse varieties of the 
telescope fish are the ‘‘sheep’s nose,” 
which owes its name to the convex- 
ity of its body; the “pig's snout,” 
which has a head resembling those 
of Asiatic swine, and the ‘fan tail,’ 
which raises and spreads its tail in 
the manner of a fan-tail pigeon. 

The Chinese breeders of teleseope 
fish disdain these abnormalities of 
structure and devote their attention 
chiefly ‘to coloring. By modifying 
the temperature of the water, and 
by impregnating it with lime and 
iron, they produce startling shades 
and markings. Among the innumer- 
able varieties thus obtained we may 
mention the ‘“‘spotted,’’ with a belly 
of silver, and sides and back marked 
with blue, yellow, black, rose and 
carmine dots; the crimson ‘ruby” 
and the ‘superb,’ with glittering 
scales, scarlet belly, and black or 
bright red markings on the back

far off a naked Chinese, who had 
been beaten to death, lay in the 
snow. Around his body danced 
Imansk women, singing menacing 
songs. ‘The punished Chinese, it 
appeared, had broken the local fish- 
ing law. 

The Imansk republic proved to 
have a whole code of laws, which 
cannot be traced to any Russian or 
other origin.

Near Machakosboma a white travel- 
er was taken out of his tent by a man 
eater one night a good inany years 
ago. A grewsome feature of the inci- 
dent was that on its first attempt the 
lion was driven off after having seized 
and wounded its victim. The wounds 
of the Jatter were dressed, and he was 
again put to bed, but soon after he had 
been left alone the lion again forced 


his way into the tent and this time , 


carried the man off and ate him, 

Every year in East Africa natives 
are carried off from their villages or 
from hunting camps by man eating 
lions. Occasionally one hears of man 
eating leopards, which usually confine 
themselves to women and children, 
and there are min eating hyenas, but 
the true man eaters of Africa are lions 
and crocodiles.—Theodore Rooserelt in 
Scribner’s Magazine. 


BRITAIN FEARED NAPOLEON. 


And Lamb, Who Thought Him a Fine 
Fellow, Fanned the Flame. 

It was on Aug. 8, 1815, that "Gen- 
eral’ Bonaparte, as his English cap- 
tors insisted upon calling him, was 
transferred from the Bellerophon to 
the ship Northumberland, to begin the 
journey to St. Helena. ‘There was 
much protest in England against the 
transportation of the distinguished 
prisoner, but the government remained 
firm. 

Official England could see nothing 
but danger in keeping such a dynamic 
force as Napoleon within {its limits, 
and, harsh as the actions of the gov- 
ernment seemed, the position thus tak- 
en was not without logic. Napoleon 
had been placed on his honor at Elba, 
but honor did not weigh with him 
when ambition was concerned. 

Charlies Lamb spoke for those who 
favored Napoleon's detention in Eng: 
land when he wrote to Southey: “Aft- 
er all, Bonaparte is a fine fellow, as 
my barber says, and I should not mind 
standing bareheaded at his table to 
do service to him in his fall. They 
shonkd bave given him Hampton court 
of Kensington, with a tether extending 
forty miles round London.” Lamb 
whimsically suggested that if Napo-

SEVENTEEN YEARS, 


The Boy, Who Was Stolen From 
Lachine When a Little Lad Owes 
Nis Return to the Fact That an 
Old Woman Kept a Paper With 
the Name of His Home Written 
oO It 


The mystery has been cleared yp. 
|The boy Patrick, many times !ost, 
strayed and stolen, who kept Lachl: 6 
and the Valley o1 Stlenco at Aka ugog 
| for many weeks, has found bis par- 
ents. Ho is sald to bo ving Sapplly 
with them at Fotsdam, New York, 
\ from which place he was originally 
| stolen by gypsies, 

Some gypsies travelec through the 
| Montreal district a couple of months 


| ago, and about a month or e!z weeka 

ago, a youth named Patrick ragged, 
and uneducated turned up, hunery 
and useless, for he apparently bad 
been taught no trad) of any kind, in 
the vicinity of Lachine. 

Were he was taken in charg. by 
Chief of Police Roberi, to whom he 
told, bow he had escaped from u band 
of gypsies and had stolen a ride on a 
St. Lawrence ‘iver freight boat, wh: l 
had vurned him off at the Lachin-: 
wharf. 

Chief Robert did not know what to 
do with him, as he did not seem o 
be able to read or write and abso- 
lutely bad no {dea of who his people 
were, having been with the gypsies 
fr geome seventeen yeura. There- 
fore the culef sent him to Oka, ' 
Trappist Monastery, and the monka 
gladly welcomed him, gave him go): # 
light work, and named him Antoine 
Oyer, as he came to them when chbeir 
honored Atbett Dom Antoine Oyer 


His story at the time was published 
in the daily press with a picture of 
him, and this attracted the attention 
of bis people, who wrote to the chief. 
The chief told them that the best 
thing they coulu do was to come here 
and look him up. They got an aunt 
of the boy {n Montreal! to interest her- 
self in him, rnd through hor efforts 
he was gotten home, and there is not 
the slightest doubt of his identity. 

The last Chief Robert heard of him 
was at Oka. 1.6 seemed to be well 
satisfied with his lot of novice to the 
silent Monks, but suddenly two weeks 
ago he disappeared from there. The 
news that he fs now with his family 
in Potsdam came next. It also ap- 
pears that he had all the time a piece 
of paper containing the name of the 
place where he came from hidden in 
his clothes, 

This was given him by his adopted 
mother in the gypsy camp when she 
lay dying, and the most valuable point 
of the boy's experience, to scientists 
Iles tn this very fact, for it proves 
beyond a doubt, what many scep- 
tics have combaited, namely that for 
some reason or other never yet Tully 
explained, gypsy women, will ef.her 
personally, or compel their me: to 
ateal children for adoption not as has 
been usually imagined for ransom, 
but for some other and sentimental 
reason, equaly unexplained as yet. 

In this case Frederick Rrousseau's 
parents were so poor that they cer- 
tainly could not pay a ransom, and 
the gypsies who had camped near 
' Potsdam for some time before Fred- 
erick disappeared must have known 
that. His disappearance happened 
about seventeen years ago, when he 
was a boy of seven. 

There was much lumber around 
Potsdam at that time, and his father 
was a woodcutter who besides his 
wife had Frederick, another boy 
younger than the latter and a little 
girl. 

One evening when he came home, 
Frederick was missing. His wife like 
most mothers would have done under 
almilar circumstances expressed her- 
self as certain that the child had been 
kidnapped. 

Search parties were sent out, day 
and night, but not a trace of the boy 
was found. Finally Brousreau and his 
friends came to the concluaion that 
the wife was right, for it was ascer- 
1 (ned that a band of genuine Rom- 
any gypsies had camped for some 
time {n the environs of Potsdam, and 
had left about the day Frederick was 
first missed. 

Some efforts were made to trace 
them, and it seems that they were 
‘found when on their way to sall for 
Spain, but dented knowing anvthing 
about Frederick who they had then 
hidden .omewhere. Frederick became 
the adopted child of a gypsy women 
named Fenella Lee, who In the gyn * 
language was known as his "Dal" and 
she had a great affection for him In 
her own pecullar way, which might 
have been returned If she had not 
drank, smoked a pipe, chewed tohac- 
co und beaten him when he erled for 
his home and mother in Potsdam 

rhat real mother, by the way. kent 
waiting for him to return year “ter 
yenr, and when her husband, saw 
better prospects ahead somewhere 
else, she insisted on remaining where 
they ccre, as the only place where 
Trederick {f he was alive, and her 
mother instinct told her he waa, 
would be able to find them. 

According to Frederick's story to 
his people the gypeles sailed for 
Spain, and for the next ten yoenrs 
Frederick followed them in wande:- 
fuga which included all of the Sonth- 
ern European countries. He learned 
to speak some French, Spanish and

break in checking evaporation is 
proportional to its deusity.

‘mechanical force of the wind, but be 
cause stagnation of the air in the lee 
permits the formation of « more or 
less complete blanket of humid air.” 
In Canada the prairie farmer re- 
alizes the value of shelter-belts of 
trees to break the force, and hence 
the drying effect, of the winds which 
sweep across the prairie, and over 
two and one-half million trees are 
annually distributed to the farmers 
for this purpose by the Dominion 
Forest Nursery Station at Indian 
Head. As density and height both 
influence the effectivness of the wind: 
break, it should be made at least four 
rods wide and trees making good 
h-ight growth should be chosen, such 
asthe cottonwood or white willow, 
o-, among the conifers (or so-called 
“evergreens"’), the white spruce, 
Scotch pine or tamarack. In theory, 
deep-rooted, narrow-crowned species 
should be chosen, but it has been
